sages to Troops 


BERLIN, Sept. 25.— The 
organi­ 
zation and efficiency of the German 
field post of 
1870-1 are 
called a 
j model, for 104,000,000 letters were 
carried by the field post between 
I July 
15, 1870, 
and the 
end of 
{ March, 1871, says a dispatch to the 
, North German Gazette. 
What is the capacity of the pres­ 
ent German field post? Almost 15,- 
| 500,000 letters per day— thirty-five 
j times as much as in 1870-1. At that 
time 2,300 mail clerks were employ 
ed, and they worked. 
Today there 
are only 5,400, hardly two and a half 
times as many. If they do in one week 
what the others did in eight and 
one-half months one has every rea­ 
son to be satisfied with the organ­ 
ization of the German field post, for 
only a wonderful organization can 
explain such a splendid accomplish* 


I ment. 
About 
2.400.000.000 
field 
post 
letters have been carried to the front 
from August, 
1914, 
to July 31, 
1915, through the intermediary of 
the inland field post stations. In ad­ 
dition 1,600.000,000 field post let­ 
ters were mailed from the front. The 
total letters carried by the German 
field post amounts so far to approx­ 
imately 4,000,000.000 letters. 
The 
personnel 
of the 
twenty- 
three inland field post stations has 
grown from 3,100 in the middle of 
August, 1914, 
to between 
13,000 
and 14,000 at the present time. The 
number of field post mail bags dis­ 
patched daily into the field, which 
reached its maximum in December, 
when the Christmas mail, consisting 
of 29,000 bags 
were 
forwarded, 
amounts at present to nearly 5,000. 
That means 
approximately 
3,300,- 
000 pounds of letters, requiring SOO 
auto mail trucks. 
Improvements in Mail Service 
Many improvements made in the 
service since the war began have led 
to the increased use of the German 
field post. Among 
these 
improve­ 
ments are the reduction of postage 
for F. P. letters from twenty to ten 
pfennigs, the admission of heavy 
letters weighing from a half to one 
(>ound, with 
a permissible 
excess 
weight of IO per cent; the accept­ 
ance of newspaper 
subscription by 
relatives or other persons at home 
for members of the army, gratis dis­ 
tribution of field post letters and 
cards to troops in the field, the ad­ 
mission of first class mail contain­ 
ing liquids, the introduction of spe­ 
cial field post money orders for pos- 
1 tai savings, etc. 
The continuous and manifold en­ 
deavors of the postal administration 
to assist the public in using the field 
post institutions have also helped 
to expand the system. In order to in­ 
struct the public in the proper ad­ 
dressing, 
packages, 
etc., 
a great 
number of writing rooms have been 
established all over the empire. Their 
i number has been increased from 3,- 
| OOO in January to 8,000. Over one- 
! half of them are located in schools.

French Authorities Confi­ 
dent They Will Be Able 
to Pay O ff War in­ 
debtedness

PARIS, Sept. 25.— T h a t th e A n­ 
glo-French loan in A m erica will m a ­ 
terially sh o rten the war, is the o p in ­ 
ion of the highest g o v ern m e n tal and 
banking a u th o ritie s here, according 
to Frederick H. Allen, New York fin­ 
ancial expert. 
F u r th e r m o r e , F ran c e is confident 
of her ability to pay when th e w ar 
is ended. Allen said. Her people will 
m a k e the sam e sacrifices to preserve 
th eir financial h o n o r th a t they have 
m ade on the battle field to preserve 
their national honor. 
“ But if we (a n n o t buy from you.” 
Allen was told, “ it will 
ta k e 
us 
longer to get w hat we want, 
and, 
therefore, prolong 
the war. 
O ur 
people would go w ithout m eat or cot­ 
ton an d eat 
black 
bread if neces­ 
sary. 
In tim e we could provide o u r ­ 
selves with the necessaries.” 
Allen is a m e m b e r of the Am erican 
p e rm a n e n t commission on ru r a l c re d ­ 
its. 
He has had a series of im p o r t ­ 
ant conferences with officials here. 
including Minister of F in a n ce Rou- 
i*et. 
He has furnished th e United Press 
with a re su m e of the French view­ 
point that carries with it the a p p ro v ­ 
al of (o m p e te n t authorities. 
“ A m erican exports 
to 
England, 
F ran c e and Russia for the y ear e n d ­ 
ing J u n e 30 showed an excess, r o u g h ­ 
ly, of five billion francs,” it 
was 
pointed o u t to Allen. 
“ T he m a jo r 
part of this m ust be paid in gold or 
by establishing a 
cred it 
of gold, 
which is the foundation of o u r b a n k ­ 
ing credits. 
We do not w ant to part 
with gold in great a m o u n ts. 
Be­ 
sides you have all the gold you want. 
Therefore, it is better for you f and 
b etter for us to establish credit in 
y o u r co u n try In o rd e r 
to continue 
carrying on business th e re 
O th e r ­ 
wise. how a r e we to co n tin u e buy­ 
ing from you? 
“ Your co u n try has become, o r is 
becoming, the c reditor of th e 
n a ­ 
tions. 
To sustain this position your 
people should m a k e a careful study 
of th e securities which th e allied n a ­ 
tions can offer. Such a stu d y should 
convince them th a t n e ith e r E ngland. 
F ran c e nor Russia ever defau lted on 
prom ises to pay nor will they. 
“ T he ability of F ra n c e to meet 
her obligations is Indubitable. T he 
wealth of the nation is estim ated at 
th r e e h u n d re d billion francs.
